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INDIANA LIBRARY FILM CIRCUIT 


By ROGER B. FRANCIS, Librarian, South Bend Public Library 


This month sees the inauguration of the 
Indiana Library Film Circuit. Serving eleven 
participating libraries scattered throughout 
the state, the circuit will supply members 
with monthly packages of six educational 
films which the libraries will lend for organi- 
zational program use in their local com- 
munities. 

The initial collection of 33 purchased films 
were selected by an Advisory Committee on 
the basis of recommendations of specialists 
in educational films and votes cast by the 
participating libraries. All titles purchased 
are listed in the new (1955) A.L.A. publi- 
cation Films for Public Libraries. 


Monthly Packets Sent 


The purchased films are augmented by the 
inclusion of a like number of free sponsored 
films which were carefully chosen on the 
basis of their merit and the opinion of ex- 
perienced film librarians. Each monthly pack- 
age sent to libraries in the circuit will con- 
tain three purchased films and three or four 
sponsored films. During the year each library 
will receive a total of at least 66 different 
films. 

The Indiana State Library accepted the 
invitation of the circuit organizing commit- 
tee to serve as administering headquarters. 
Under the direction of Harriet I. Carter, head 
of the Extension Division, the State Library 
staff has been busy this summer purchasing 
and processing films, acquiring shipping car- 


tons, assigning films to packets, and prepar- 
ing report forms and an annotated checklist 
of films to be distributed in the circuit. 
Leaders have been inserted in the films to 
identify them as property of the Indiana 
Library Film Circuit and to advertise to users 
that they are made available through their 
public libraries. 


Libraries Pay Fees 

Funds for the purchase of films were ob- 
tained from fees paid by the participating 
libraries on the basis of population served. 
Those serving a population over 40,000 con- 
tributed $550, those with a community of 
between 20,000 and 40,000 paid $350, and 
smaller libraries serving less than 20,000 
people paid a fee of $150. Libraries partici- 
pating in the circuit during 1955-56 are: 
Berne, Bluffton, Elkhart, Goshen, Kendall- 
ville, Logansport, Muncie, Scottsburg, Sey- 
mour, South Bend and Terre Haute. 


Advisory Committee 

The circuit will operate from September 
of this year through July 1956 when all the 
films will be returned to the State Library 
for inspection and a thorough cleaning. Dur- 
ing the current year the program is under the 
direction of an Advisory Committee which is 
composed of the librarians of Muncie, South 
Bend and Terre Haute. 

The Advisory Committee members, Lewis 
C. Naylor, Roger B. Francis, and Stillman K.

Taylor, were responsible for planning and 
organizing the operation of the circuit, with 
the cooperation of Harold F. Brigham and 
Harriet Carter of the State Library. If the 
participating libraries decide to continue the 
circuit another year it is planned that a new 
Advisory Committee will be selected by the 
circuit members. 

In preparation for their new role as local 
educational film depositories in their areas, 
representatives of the libraries served by the 
film circuit met at the State Library early in 
June for instruction in the care and handling 
of motion picture film, the use of film spli- 
cing and rewind machines, to discuss the 
mechanics of the operation of the circuit, 
statistics and reports to be made to circuit 
headquarters on film use, and for suggestions 
on the promotion of educational films in 
local communities. 


1955 Membership Closed 

Circuit membership is completed for the 
first year of operation. Next spring members 
will decide if they wish to renew their con- 
tract for service from September 1956 
through July 1957. Films purchased for the 
circuit are the joint property of participating 
libraries, but if a member withdraws from 
the circuit, it surrenders its claim to films and 
forfeits fees paid into the circuit. If the cir- 
cuit should be dissolved, films will be dis- 
tributed to libraries participating at that time 
on a pro rata basis in accordance with fees 
paid or in any other manner agreed on by a 
majority of the member libraries.

California, Ohio, Missouri and other states 
which have cooperative film circuits in oper- 
ation. Some of the other circuits were origin- 
ally centered about an individual large li- 
brary which served as administering head- 
quarters; some were launched with state li- 
brary association sponsorship; others were 
set in motion by the state library agency. 
Ours is a truly cooperative venture of indi- 
vidual libraries and the Indiana State Library 
working together on the basis of exploratory 
informal discussion among librarians at Indi- 


-ana Library Association meetings. 


This first year of operation will be experi- 
mental. An evaluation of the program next 
spring will determine the degree of its suc- 
cess and the merits of the project, and will 
make recommendations for improvement of 
operation should continuation be agreed up- 
on. Possible expansion of the program to 
include other interested libraries will also 
be considered at that time. 
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ALA MEETS AT PHILADELPHIA 


The 1955 A.L.A. Conference in Philadel- 
phia will doubtless be remembered by many 
of the 4,300 delegates who attended as the 
year of the great heat wave, with both ther- 
mometer and humidity hovering over 90 
degrees from the opening day, July 3 to the 
closing session, July 8. 

At second glance, however, other charac- 
teristics and accomplishments emerge to take 
precedence over the weather. Significant for 
the future of the Association itself was the 
action by Council with Executive Board ap- 
proval that the recommendations of the re- 
cent Management Survey of the organization 
and operation of the A.L.A. be accepted in 
principle and that immediate steps be taken 
towards their implementation. Following a 
motion by Council, a Steering Committee 
was appointed to set up appropriate machin- 
ery to effect the required constitutional 
amendments. 


Management Survey 

The Survey recommends that the present 
A.L.A. Council be reconstituted as a General 
Assembly to function as the central govern- 
ing body of the Association, and that an 
Executive Committee be formed consisting 
of the A.L.A. officers and the immediate past 
president, as does the present Executive 
Board, together with eight members at large 
elected from the General Assembly. 

Other organizational features of the Sur- 
vey proposal are the establishment within 
the A.L.A. of associations by type of library, 
and councils representing type of activity, 


i. e., reference, cataloging, children’s work. 
Present boards, round tables and committees 
would be reduced in number by absorption 
into other units. 

The status of state and regional associa- 
tions as chapters of A.L.A. would be strength- 
ened by provision for closer working rela- 
tionships between the chapters and the 
A.L.A. as a whole. A full report of the Survey 
and its recommendations appears in the Sep- 
tember A.L.A. Bulletin. 


General Session Speakers 

Speakers at the three general sessions cen- 
tered their attention on the conference 
theme, “Libraries in the Life of the Nation.” 
George V. Allen, Assistant Secretary, U. S. 
Dept. of State, addressed the opening ses- 
sion on libraries in foreign nations, in par- 
ticular the U. S. Information Libraries and 
their influence as a factor in furthering edu- 
cation and the concept of democracy abroad. 

John A. Stephens, vice-president, U. S. 
Steel Corp., and Victor Reuther, Director of 
International Affairs, CIO, spoke on libraries 
in industry and labor at the second general 
session. Business and industry recognize two 
main values in libraries, Mr. Stephens said, 
namely, the provision of opportunity for self- 
improvement on the part of the citizens of a 
community, and provision of information on 
new methods of business and industrial 
service. 

Mr. Reuther hailed librarians as not mere 
custodians of knowledge, but as intermedi- 
aries able to relate this knowledge to current 
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social and economic problems. He urged li- 
braries to record the progress of the trade 
union movement in its efforts through prac- 
tical means to better community life. 

Speaking on rural reading at the final ses- 
sion, Jonathan Daniels, author and editor, 
Raleigh, N. C. News and Observer, asserted 
that rural versus urban readers as such no 
longer exist, for the man in the country to- 
day has the same opportunities as the city 
dweller. Libraries must keep pace with the 
needs and demands of all the people, if they 
are to maintain their position of influence in 
the lives of our citizenry. 


Shaw President-Elect 

John S. Richards, librarian, Seattle Public 
Library, was installed as the incoming A.L.A. 
president at this session. An ex-Hoosier, 
Ralph R. Shaw, was elected first vice-presi- 
dent and presiuent-elect for 1956. Mr. Shaw 
was librarian of the Gary Public Library for 
a number of years before going to the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture. He is now professor in 
the Rutgers University Graduate Library 
School. 

The National Association of State Librar- 
ies in a pre-conference workshop gave fur- 
ther consideration to its statement on the 
Role of the State Library, adopted in prin- 
ciple at the 1954 A.L.A. conference. The 
statement will be edited for clarification, in 
anticipation of its final official acceptance, by 
a committee including deLafayette Reid, Illi- 
nois, John G. Lorenz, Michigan, and Harold 
F. Brigham, Indiana. The 1954 draft was 


printed in the September 1954 Library 
Occurrent. 


Lowell Martin, dean, Rutgers G.LS., ad- 
dressed one workshop session of N.A.S.L. on 
the state library's role in the revision of the 
Postwar Standards for Public Libraries now 
underway by a committee of which he is 
chairman. He pointed out that the ultimate 
focus of the new Standards is upon the needs 
of individual citizens, and that the value of 
the Standards and their benefits will depend 
to great extent upon their effective use by 
state agencies. 

Mr. Martin also reported on the Postwar 
Standards at the Public Libraries Division 
general meeting. The revision is expected to 
be ready for presentation to Council at the 
next Midwinter Meeting. The document will 
be a hard hitting statement of broad, chal- 
lenging principles at a high level with em- 
phasis on quality of service and on the devel- 
opment of coordinated library systems in all 
states. 


N.A.S.L. Officers 


N.A.S.L. officers elected at the business 
meeting are: Walter Brahm, Ohio, president; 
Ralph Hudson, Oklahoma, president-elect; 
Martha Parks, Tennessee, second vice-presi- 
dent; Helen Rogers, Illinois, secretary; and 
Grace Sherwood, Rhode Island, A.L.A. coun- 
cilor. 


The federal Library Services Bill was dis- 
cussed by the N.A.S.L. as well as in meetings 
of various other groups during the week. 
Harold F. Brigham was one of a panel of 
speakers on techniques of administering the 
bill should it become a law. 

At the time of the conference a sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Educa- 
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tion and: Labor had reported favorably on 
the Bill and affirmative action by the full 
committee was taken July 26. When the 
second session of this Congress convenes in 
January, consideration of legislation will be 
resumed from the point where this session 
leaves off. Senate action will not take place 
until after the House has acted. 

The coming White House Conference on 
Education also claimed attention on group 
programs. The place of the school library in 
the White House Conference picture was the 
topic of the general session of the American 
Association of School Librarians. It is a pub- 
lic relations responsibility of librarians, 
school administrators, and friends of the li- 
brary to bring to the Conference an aware- 
ness of the function of the library as an 
integral part of the school. 


Indiana White House Conference 


State conferences are being scheduled pre- 
liminary to the national White House Con- 
ference, and Indiana’s has been announced 
for October 24. The Indiana conference is 
expected to include consideration of adult 
education, public libraries and college li- 
braries, as well as school libraries, through 
efforts of the Indiana Library Association and 
the Indiana State Association for Adult Edu- 
cation. 

The American Association of School Li- 
brarians presented to Council a School Li- 
brary Bill of Rights which was formally 
adopted by Council. This statement reaffirms 
the A.L.A. Bill of Rights and identifies spe- 
cifically the responsibilities of the school li- 
brary in this area. 


State associations now approved as A.L.A. 
chapters were announced at the final Council 
meeting. The I.L.A. has voted in a member- 
ship poll to petition for chapter redesigna- 
tion and Council approval will follow adjust- 
ment of minor conflicts in the IL.A. By- 
Laws with provisions of the A.L.A. By-Laws. 


Indiana Dana Recipients 


Two Indiana libraries received awards in 
the annual John Cotton Dana publicity con- 
test. The South Bend Public Library was the 
recipient of a special award in the 100,000 to 
200,000 population group for “publicity that 
achieves cooperation with many groups and 
an awareness of library services, with con- 
centrated publicity for Indiana Library 
Week.” 

The Crown Point High School was given 
honorable mention among school libraries 
for its practical publicity coverage during 
the past year. Gene Kubal is the Crown 
Point school librarian, and Roger Francis is 
director of the South Bend library. 

The Association of Young People’s Li- 
brarians was awarded a grant of $1000 from 
the Norman Bassett Foundation to compile 
a list of adult books which have been used 
successfully with teen-age readers. The list 
is designed especially for small libraries wish- 
ing to build a collection of books of par- 
ticular interest to teen-agers. Dorothy Law- 
son, Indianapolis Public Library, has been 
chairman of the A.Y.P.L. this year. 

Among Indiana librarians participating on 
committee and division programs were Thera 
Cavender, Indianapolis, who read a paper

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DISTRICTING PLAN APPROVED 


A questionnaire distributed at the six dis- 
trict meetings this spring has indicated a 
definite desire to continue the present Indi- 
ana Library Association districting plan. 

The plan was adopted in 1952 on a three 
year experimental basis, with the intention 
that it be evaluated at the close of that pe- 
riod. If the results were favorable, appropri- 
ate changes then would be made in the 
L.L.A. constitution. 


Constitution Revision Underway 

Considering the questionnaire replies as a 
mandate to the Association, a Constitution 
Committee has been appointed consisting of 
Caroline Dunn, Indiana Historical Society 
Library, chairman, Florence Allman, Ham- 
mond, and Ellen Kistler, South Bend. This 
committee is ‘preparing amendments to be 
voted upon at the I.L.A. business meeting at 
the Tri-State Conference. 


A total of 358 replies to the questionnaire 
were received. In addition to answers to the 
specific questions asked, comments were also 
solicited. A sufficient number of comments 
were made to form an expression of opinion 
which the Evaluation Committee suggests be 
taken into consideration by this year’s Plan- 
ning Committee. 

A tabulation of the replies to the ques- 
tionnaire follows together with a summary 
of the comments pertinent to the plan as a 
whole.

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INDIANA LIBRARY NEEDS 


A report to the Indiana Committee for the White House Conference on Education. 
Prepared under the auspices of the Library Action Committee representing I.L.A., 


I.L.T.A. and 1.S.L.A. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


1. WHAT SHOULD OUR SCHOOL 
LIBRARIES ACCOMPLISH? 


The school library is an integral and indis- 
pensable part of the school. Its librarian is a 
materials specialist skilled in teaching methods, 
curriculum planning, and reading improvement. 
The library and librarian provide and stimulate 
the use of a wide variety of materials—books, 
films, filmstrips, maps, pamphlets, periodicals, pic- 
tures, recordings, etc—and other media—TV, 
radio, newspapers—to meet the needs, interests, 
and abilities of pupils and faculty. Every school 
needs a well-organized school library, properly 
equipped and housed, with adequate materials ad- 
ministered by a professionally trained school li- 
brarian. The school library should be directed, 
organized, staffe,, and housed to meet the par- 
ticular needs of the individual schools of each 
school district, town or city. 


2. WHAT SCHOOL LIBRARY QUARTERS 
ARE NEEDED? 


In Indiana only 17% (350) of the 2,150 ele- 
mentary schools have centralized libraries. The 
767 high schools and 42 junior high schools have 
centralized libraries but many are not adequate 
in space, equipment and service areas. School 
library quarters should provide: floor space, 25 
sq. ft. per seated user; elementary schools, 46 
seats; high schools, 42 seats, minimum in schools 
with 300 or fewer—add 12 seats for each 100 
pupils; in 12-grade schools, provide for both ele- 
mentary and high school; maximum number of 
seats in one area, 65-76 (librarian should super- 
vise no more than this). Other areas include: 
Workroom: 150-200 sq. ft. 

Storage room: 150-200 sq. ft. 
Work-storage combined: 200-250 sq. ft. 
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Conference room: 120 sq. ft. 

Audio-visual materials area: 120 sq. ft. 

Librarian’s office: 120 sq. ft. (in large schools) 
Equipment should include standard library shelv- 
ing to accommodate 10 books per pupil and 
tables and chairs of appropriate height, width and 
length. Informal furniture for browsing corners 
also should be provided. Other equipment: 
Bulletin Boards Atlas Stand

3. HOW CAN WE GET ENOUGH GOOD 
SCHOOL LIBRARIANS AND KEEP THEM? 
The dearth of professionally trained school 
librarians in Indiana is shown by the following 
statistics: 
34% (270) have 24 or more semester 
hours of training 
29% (236) have no training 
23% (181) have 16-23 hours 
14% (113) have 6-16 hours of training 
Also the following figures concerning time 
spent by the librarian in library service reveal the 
lack of sufficient time to administer and develop 
the library program: 
16% (127) spend full time 
21% (172) spend % of their time 
12% (96) spend 14 of their time 
32% (256) spend % of their time 
19% (149) spend less than %4 of their time 
In many instances the lack of clerical help and 
multiple responsibilities of the librarian deprive 
faculty and pupils of much needed library service. 
These factors also discourage potential librarians. 
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When school librarianship becomes a service 
with time for guidance, with budgets providing 
adequate materials, equipment, and housing, and 
with salaries commensurate with those in other 
professional areas, the profession will be made 
more attractive as a career. 


4. HOW CAN WE ORGANIZE OUR SCHOOL 
LIBRARIES MORE EFFICIENTLY AND 
ECONOMICALLY? 

The school library as an instructional materials 
center provides in one location printed materials, 
auditory and visual aids, and guides to the re- 
sources of the community. The busy teacher and 
the pupil will benefit by having access to an inte- 
grated instructional materials program where each 
can explore the best medium for his purpose. 


5. HOW CAN WE PAY FOR OUR SCHOOL 
LIBRARIES? 

It is the responsibility of the school board of 
education to provide for the school library in the 
school budget. This budget includes printed and 
audio-visual materials, physical equipment, bind- 
ing and rebinding and library supplies. Minimum 
national standards for book budgets are $1.50 
per pupil. Indiana standards for printed materials 


require $1.25 per pupil in first class commis- 
sioned schools. Additional expenditures of $1.50 
per pupil are recommended for non-printed mate- 
rials. 


6. HOW CAN WE OBTAIN A CONTINUING 
PUBLIC INTEREST IN EDUCATION, IN- 
CLUDING SCHOOL LIBRARIES? 

Since schools are financed by public funds, citi- 
zens must be informed concerning the overall 
program through publicity (newspapers, radio, TV 
programs, etc.) to the extent that they will de- 
mand that school libraries and staff—as required 
by the rules and regulations of the General Com- 
mission of the State Board of Education—be prop- 
erly equipped and maintained. The type of edu- 
cational services provided by the school library is 
a very small per capita cost in comparison to its 
value in the school program.

COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY 
LIBRARIES 

When considering college and university li- 
braries it should always be remembered that these 
libraries are a unit of a larger institution and 
the libraries exist primarily to help the institu- 
tion carry out its purposes and function. 

1. WHAT SHOULD THESE LIBRARIES 
ACCOMPLISH? 

They should have sufficient library materials 
and services to support adequately the curriculum 
of the institution; to inspire the youthful seeker 
after knowledge in any field; to preserve, organize, 
and make easily available the intellectual heritage 
of mankind; and to support, intensively, the spe- 
cific research programs of the institution. 


2. HOW CAN WE GET THE FACILITIES 
NEEDED? 

Libraries will receive what they need when the 
administrators of the institution and its various 
programs become aware of the need for library 
facilities as inherent in the programs they desire 
to carry out. These facilities would include a suf- 
ficiently trained staff, skillfully selected documenta- 
tion and suitable quarters for users and materials. 


3. HOW CAN WE GET GOOD LIBRARIANS 
AND KEEP THEM? 

Librarians will be plentiful when we are able 
to pay them properly and they are given the status 
and academic prerogatives which their training 
and accomplishments justify. After these two 
things are done, a strong recruitment program 
should be developed that will explain the oppor- 
tunities to prospective librarians. 


4. HOW CAN WE ORGANIZE MOST EFFI- 
CIENTLY AND ECONOMICALLY? 

We need to analyze scholarship habits in all 

subjects and use this knowledge as a basis for the 
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organization of the library. Once the library is 
properly organized, the best modern management 
procedures should be followed. There should be a 
constant self evaluation to make sure this is being 
done. 


5. HOW CAN WE PAY FOR OUR LIBRA- 
RIES? 
The answer to this for college and university 


libraries is the same as the answer to question 2. | 


An awareness on the part of the institutional ad- 

ministrators of the implications their programs 

have for libraries. 

6. HOW CAN WE OBTAIN CONTINUING 
PUBLIC SUPPORT? 

The public of college and university libraries 
is, of course, the college community. To keep their 
support the library should actively seek to explain 
its functions to them. Even more important, the 
library should give good service.

PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

Basic to any such discussion is the understand- 
ing that the public library is an educational insti- 
tution. Its need has been expressed and functions 
outlined in all of the following: Ordinance of 
1787, Indiana State Constitution—Article VIII, 
Indiana State Library Law—Section I. 

As an educational agency the library selects, 
organizes and houses books, films, periodicals, 
phonograph records and other media of com- 
munication. Using these, it provides services of 
information and education to its populace. 

1. WHAT SHOULD OUR PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

ACCOMPLISH? 

Adequate library service should be brought to 
all persons in the state by locally supported and 
operated library systems. Of 1,009 townships in 
Indiana, 510 have no local library service and 54 
are only partially served. Presented another way— 
844,000 people or 21% of the population of 
Indiana have no library service. This service should 


be provided and should cover education, informa- 
tion, aesthetic appreciation, recreation and re- 
search facilities for the citizens of its area. 
2. HOW CAN WE GET THE PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY FACILITIES NEEDED? 
A plan for library development at the local and 
state levels is needed. This plan should include— 
A. An assessment of resources, present and 
potential. 
B. A continuing program of information to 
dramatize the situation and need by means of 
all mass media of communication. 


3. HOW CAN WE GET ENOUGH GOOD 
LIBRARIANS AND KEEP THEM? 

Libraries should conduct a well organized re- 
cruitment program which shows a challenging op- 
portunity for personal satisfaction and growth 
both professionally and financially. 

4. HOW CAN WE ORGANIZE OUR PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES MOST EFFICIENTLY AND 
ECONOMICALLY? 

This can be done by applying to libraries ap- 
propriate practices and procedures of economy and 
efficiency that have proved successful in business 
and industry. 

Units of service should be organized and oper- 
ated according to recognized professional standards 
for areas of service, valuation, support, profes- 
sional personnel, buildings, and population. 

5. HOW CAN WE PAY FOR OUR PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES? 

Basic is the legal provision for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of public libraries. In ac- 
cordance with this there must be established a 
tax base to support adequate library service ac- 
cording to minimum standards, supplemented 
where necessary by state and/or federal aid to 
equalize support. 

6. HOW CAN WE OBTAIN A CONTINUING 
PUBLIC SUPPORT OF OUR PUBLIC LI- 
BRARIES? 

This is a continuing educational process which 
may be accomplished by any or all of the follow- 
ing means:
